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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in 
this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United states. 

2. Claims 1-4, 7 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Yasuo et al JP 2002-188025. 

Yasuo et al sets forth ink compositions comprising a oxetane-ring 
containing compound, a cat ionic photoinit iator in amounts from 0.2 to 20 wt%, 
a vinyl ether compound in amounts from 0-40- -wt%, a pigment, and a dispersant 
for said pigment, among other additives. This appears to anticipate claims 
1-4, 7 and 9. 

3. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Makoto et al (JP 08-085775) . 

Makoto et al sets forth cationically curable compositions for coating/adhering to metal. Said 
composition comprises A) a compound having from 1 to 4 oxetane rings with B) an epoxy compound, C) 
a vinyl ether compound in amounts up to 25% by weight, as found in the examples, D) a compound 
having a (meth) acrylic group and a cationic initiator in amounts from 0.1 to 20— wt% and a free radical 
photoinitiator in amount from .01 to 20— wt%. These teachings anticipate the inventions of claims1-6, 8 
and 10.
